An unusual transportation 
And assembly operation has 
been successfully completed at 
tha building site for (he Tomsk 
Rennery Complex In Siberia. A 
110- tonne rectifying column, 
the most Important part of the 
formalin plant being built here 
as the third phase ol the com- 
plex, was brought to Tomsk, 


fully assembled, by railway 
from the city of Gorky in the 
Volga region. Formalin Is used 
as a raw material tor the pro- 
duction of synthetic rubber, 
dyes and medicine. • 

Up to now, such unwieldy 
cargo was delivered to the 
complex in separate blocks, 
loaded on special pontoons and 


harvesters. Seventy countries 
buy this tractor which, In addi- 
tion lo Its long service life, Is 
cheap to run. 

But cJosa on its heels follow 
new models. Our Byelorussian 
engineers have Ideas of their 
own as to the form the modern 
tractor should lake.

OBSERVING 

THE ‘AQUARIUS SHOWER' 

The studies of the active me- 
teoric shower, connected with 
the Halley's cornel, have been 
conducted In the south of Turk- 
menia (Central Asia). 

This was a magnificent spec- 
tacle. Along the dark horizon 
rushed about bright-white 
drops — meteors from the 
Aquarius Constellation. They 
slowly drifted, fearing behind 
a thick Snd long trail. 

It is not the first Ume that 
investigators of meteors choose 
for their observations southern 
Turkmenistan, said G. Akman. 
Member ol the All-Union As- 
tronomical and Geodeslcol So- 
ciety of Ihe USSR Academy of 
Sciences. Clear skies and lim- 
pid air make it possible to 
learn and sea a great deal, he 
added.

Soviet coal: 
problems 
and prospects 

In 1903, Ihe world's overall 
volume ol coal extraction ap- 
proached lour thousand million 
tonnes. At the 1903 world ener- 
gy confercnco Id Delhi It was 
predicted that by tho year 
2000, coal consumption would 
double throughout tho world as 
ngaliul tbo presen I level. 

Wiiai is llie oullaok for Iho 
coat industry In tills country! 
Valentin NIKITIN, First Depu- 
ty USSR Minister ol Iho Coni 
Industry, answers Ibis question 
In conversation with our corros 
ponrtent. 

In IU83, coul extraction In 
Iliu Soviet Union stood n| 110 
million tonnes. Tho plan for 
1904 provides for Increasing 
tills liguro to 723 million 
tonnes. Wo have nu reason lo 
worry ahnul our coal extrac- 
tion base. Even l( wu double 
ilia present volume of extrac- 
tion. coal reserves will last us 
Into the remote future (lar bey 
ond (lie year 2009). In this res 
peel, ns compared to oilier 
fuels, cool Is one of our m«M 
stable sources of energy. 

Thai oil and gas liavu lieen 
playing n leading rule In the 
energy consumption pnltern In 
this country over Iho p^st 
twenty years doe9 not mean 
lhal Ihe coal industry is being 
run down. Coal still remains 
the basic fuel ter thermal power 
Industry, wllh almost half ul 
the coal extracted being used 
to produce electricity. It la 
also an indispensable raw ma- 
terial in Ihe steel, chemical and 
other industries. 

The reasons lor Iho slowing 
down of the rale In coal extrac- 
tion in recent yean lie else- 
where. First of all, there baa 
been b certain deterioration In 
mining and geological condi- 
tions for Its extraction lu the 
''old 1 ' coal fields, especially In 
the Donetsk basin. Practically 
every third mine here la eight 
hundred metres deep and some 
are even deeper. In 22 mines, 
extraction goes on al depths of 
more than one kilometre. Fewer 
and fewer productive lay- 
ers romain. wllh coal being ex- 
tracted (ram thin coal seams 
which are difficult lo operate. 
After s record 223.7 million 
tonnes was achieved in 1978, 
coal extraction In lhe Donetsk 
field dropped to Ibe present 
level oi 200 million tonnes. 

One of the main trends In ef- 
forts to increase coal extraction 
ties In the accelerated develop- 
ment of open-cast mining which 
reduces the cost of extraction 
and produces a multiple In- 
crease In productivity ol labour. 

Today, open pits account (or 
more than 280 million tonnes of 
coal, while In 1985, this output 
will overstep Uio 300 million 
mark. The technological ban 
for open-cast mining operations 
la being expanded accordingly. 
Al present, tho Soviet Union 
produces ccmmcfctaliy rotor 
excavator* lo extract 8,900 cp m 
of coal an hour, walking drag- 
lines with buckets taking .40 
and I OQ cu m ol coal, and 
power lul tip-up terries and 
dump tin. ... : . V

writer’s personality. 

Tlte now work and lls struc- 
ture are, If you like, a protest 
against the traditional polished 
form ol "big ballet". The bal- 
let's structure Is dictated In tho 
first place by A. Shnlike's laco- 
nic music as heard under Ihe 
willy baton of conductor 
G. Rozlideslvensky. 

There Is bound to be con- 
troversy aB to whether ''Sket- 
ches" is good or bad from the 
point of view ol established 
slrlcl traditions. Bui whatever 
ihe criticism this ballet Is sur- 
prisingly confidential, democra- 
tic and tangible, like a meeting 
with old acquaintances.

Books handled by Pushkin lenfilm studios-30 features a year 


A ceremony, marking the do- 
nation to the Pushkin Stale Mu- 
seum of 9» books Irom Sralrdin’s 
library look place recently In a 
■mall hall at the museum. They 
are a gift Irom the Prague Sla- 
vonic Library, founded as far 
back as the L4ih century. 

Alexander Smlrdlu. publisher, 
book seller and bibliographer, 
worked since Ihe age of 13 In 
hook shops. His 'Readers’ Lib- 
rary" laid the foundation for 
1 'thick" Journals In Russia and 
he was ihe fust person to pub- 
lish the complete works of Lo- 
monosov. like Pushkin, Smlr- 
ilin was also bom in Moscow. 
Ills shop ami library in St Pe- 
tersburg (now Leningrad! be- 
came a kind of literary salon. 

There were more than 12.000 
hilea. virtually all the Russian 
looks published at the lima In 
Smirdin'i library (Pushkin was 


one of Us permanent readers). 

In 1047 Smirdin, who went 
bankrupt, gold his library to bis 
clerk Krashenlnnlkov, In Ihe 70s 
It was bought by a Riga book 
publisher Klmmel, which Is the 
last trace we have of the lib- 
rary’s whereabouts. Indeed, u 
was thought to have been lost. 

It was eventually found, how- 
ever. and the bulk of the slocks 
was bought by the Prague Sla- 
vonik Library. The 95 hooks 
with the Smlrdln exllbrls 
donated to Ihe Pushkin Muse- 
um. represent all 22 sections ol 
his library: philosophy, law, hls- 
tory. politics, medicine, domes- 
tic science etc. The bindings 
and covers date back lo Push- 
kin’s time. These books could 
wall have been handled by Ihe 
great poet himself. Now they 
have come back lo roost In Kro- 
potkinskaya Street.
